The  plants  listed  in  this  book  will  be  dug-  and  packed 
in  a careful  manner,  so  that  they  should  reach  their  des- 
tination safely  and  in  vigorous  growing*  condition.  Small 
lots  may  be  sent  by  post,  and  larger  lots  by  express  or 
freight. 

It  may  sometimes  happen  that  we  will  be  temporarily 
out  of  the  varieties  ordered,  when  we  will,  unless  directed 
otherwise,  substitute  a variety  which  our  experience  has 
shown  us  to  be  nearly  like  it. 


PEONIES 

We  are  growing  nearly  five  hundred  varie- 
ties of  Peonies,  and  list  here  those  which  we 
consider  most  desirable.  The  many  new 
ones  constantly  appearing  on  the  market 
are  grown  and  compared  with  older  ones, 
and  if  superior  are  listed  and  the  latter  with- 
drawn. Therefore,  many  of  the  older  varie- 
ties are  still  grown  in  our  gardens,  and  we  will  be  glad 
to  quote  these  to  you  on  request. 

Below  is  a list  which  we  have  termed  a month  of 
Peonies,  as  each  set  bloom  successively,  so  as  to  give 
blooms  throughout  the  month  of  June  in  this  climate.

CULTURE  OF  PEONIES 


Peonies  may  be  transplanted  almost  any  time  of  the 
year,  but  the  best  times  are  early  fall  and  spring.  The 
plants  ripen  about  the  first  of  September,  and  if  trans- 
planted in  this  month  or  October  will  make  a root 
growth,  so  that  they  will  bloom  the  following  June.  We 
do  not  dig  and  store  Peonies  in  our  cellar  over  winter, 
but  if  plants  are  needed  for  April  or  May  planting  we 
can  dig  them  very  early  in  the  spring  and  hold  them 
dormant  for  a month  or  two.  Plants  treated  in  this 
way  will  usually  bloom  the  same  season,  although  not 
as  freely  as  if  planted  in  the  fall. 

The  ground  should  be  well  prepared  by  spading  and 
by  an  application  of  well  rotted  manure,  well  mixed  with 
the  soil,  so  that  it  will  not  come  in  direct  contact  with 
the  roots.  Leaf  mold  will  prove  beneficial,  as  it  retains 
the  moisture  and  makes  a heavy  soil  more  porous.  Peony 
plants  are  rank  growers  and  best  results  will  be  obtained 
if  the  plants  are  fertilized  every  spring  with  a garden 
fertilizer  or  pulverized  manure. 

The  Peony  is  troubled  with  few  insect  pests  or  diseases. 
Oftentimes  numerous  black  ants  are  seen  on  the  stems  and 
buds,  but  these  are  seeking  the  honey  which  exudes  from 
the  buds  and  will  not  often  injure  the  plants.  Sometimes  a 
few  stalks  will  be  found  to  be  wilted.  These  should  be 
at  once  removed  and  burned.  Cut  below  the  withered 
stalk  into  the  live  tissue,  even  if  you  have  to  cut  down 
to  the  crown.  This  prevents  the  fungus  from  spreading 
and  no  further  harm  need  be  expected. 

Oftentimes  newly  transplanted  Peonies  will  not  produce 
typical  blooms,  double  varieties  coming  single  and  small. 
This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  plants  are  not  established 
fully,  and  the  following  year  the  flow^ers  will  be  all  right. 
For  quicker  effects  we  list  Peonies  in  two,  three  and  four- 
year  clumps.  Many  garden  owners  desire  these  large 
clumps,  as  Peonies  are  more  slow  in  developing  than  many 
other  plants.  When  once  established  they  will  grow  and 
bloom  for  years.

In  this  series  we  have  listed  the  varieties  which  begin 
the  Peony  season.  By  a selection  you  may  have  Peonies  in 
flower  from  six  to  eight  weeks.  The  early  European  varie- 
ties lead,  then  the  Chinese  singles,  closely  followed  by  the 
double  varieties,  until  the  Peony  bed  is  a mass  of  color. 
While  the  singles  are  not  as  good  for  cut  flowers  as  the 
large  full  blooms,  yet  for  garden  or  landscape  effects  the 
single  flowers  are  exceptionally  fine,  the  beautiful  silky 
petals  with  the  masses  of  bright  yellow  stamens  seeming 
to  float  over  the  plants,  so  light  are  they.  Toward  even- 
ing these  flowers  close  and,  seen  at  dusk,  are  especially 
beautiful,  looking  like  large  rosebuds.

These  varieties  are  all  early  flowering,  blooming  in  May 
and  the  first  week  in  June.  They  form  an  attractive 
group,  some  having  broad  leaves  like  the  Chinese  Peonies, 
while  others  have  delicately  cut  foliage.  Most  of  them  are 
rather  dwarf,  and  their  deep  red  or  pink  blossoms  give  a 
very  beautiful  effect  in  a border.  The  addition  of  these 
early  varieties  makes  the  Peony  season  two  weeks  longer, 
and  they  should  be  included  in  every  collection. 

ARIETINA  BAXTERI,  single  deep  rose. 

DECORA  ELATIOR,  single,  rich  crimson;  very  large. 

DECORA  PALLASI I , single,  deep  crimson. 

OFFICINALIS  ALBA  PLENA,  the  true  white,  quite  distinct 
from  mutabilis.  White  flower,  faintly  tinted  at  the  base  of 
petals.  $1.50  each.

DE  LI  CAT  I SSI  M A,  soft  pink,  changing  to  flesh;  very  delicate 
coloring;  flowers  borne  in  profusion;  early. 

DR.  BRETONNEAU  (Verdier  1854),  (syn.  Lady  Bramwell),  clear 
pink,  large,  very  full  flower.  Early  to  midseason. 

DORCHESTER  (Richardson),  a beautiful  soft  pink  or  cream 
color  tinted  pink;  fine  form;  rather  dwarf.  Late. 

DUC  de  WELLINGTON  (Calot  1859),  soft  white;  large  flowers 
of  good  form  and  substance.  Midseason  to  late. 

EDOUARD  ANDRE  (Mechin  1874),  glossy  crimson  maroon; 
stamens  golden  yellow.  Midseason.

GOLDEN  HARVEST  (Rosenfield  1900),  rose  guard  petals,  yel- 
low petaloids,  tufted  pink  center.  Midseason. 

JOHN  FRASER,  bomb-shaped  flowers  of  deep  rose  pink  with 
silvery  reflex.  Early. 

L'l  N DISPENSABLE,  very  large  full  flower  of  shell  pink.  The 
petals  are  packed  very  tightly,  sometimes  occasioning  a 
bursting  bud. 

MADAME  COSTE  (Calot  1873),  flesh  pink;  center  petals  white, 
tinted  flesh;  one  of  the  best  early  blooming  varieties. 

MADAME  FOREL  (Crousse  1881),  large  flowers  of  rose  pink, 
shading  a little  darker  in  the  center;  petals  silver  tipped. 
Somewhat  similar  to  Mme.  Geissler,  but  of  better  growth. 

MLLE.  LEONIE  CALOT  (Calot  1861),  (syn.  M.  Chas.  Leveque), 
very  soft  salmon  pink,  almist  blush  white;  blooms  in  clus- 
ters. Midseason  to  late. 

MLLE.  RENEE  DESSERT  (Mechin  1880),  soft  pink  with  silvery 
reflex.  Late. 

MARECHAL  VAILLANT  (Calot  1864),  immense  blooms  of 
crimson  borne  on  long  stems;  the  flowers  are  so  heavy  that 
they  should  be  supported;  very  late. 
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NOBLISSIMA  (Miellez  1858),  very  deep  rose  to  red;  tall,  erect 
grower,  making  it  a good  variety  for  landscape  work. 
Midseason  to  late. 

PLUTARCH  (Kelway),  deep  crimson:  stamens  golden  yellow; 
good  landscape  variety.  Midseason. 

PRINCESS  BEATRICE  (Kelway  1886),  pink  guard  petals;  yel- 
low and  pink  center. 

TORQUEMADA.  large  blooms  of  clear  pink  appearing  through 
a long  season.  Well  formed  and  lasting.  Midseason.

JENNE  d’ARC  (Calot  1858),  soft  rose;  center  white,  tinted  car- 
mine; very  fine.  Midseason. 

LA  COQUETTE  (Guerin  1861),  large  flower;  deep  rose  pink, 
with  lighter  center,  carmine  flecks  on  central  petals.  Mid- 


season. 

LA  TULIPE  (Calot  1872),  large  pink  buds  beautifully  striped 
with  crimson  opening  into  large  flesh-colored  bloom:  a very 
interesting  and  satisfactory  Peony.  Midseason. 

MME.  BARILLET  DESCHAMPS  (Calot  1868),  large,  well  formed 
flower  of  a rosy  pink  with  silvery  reflex;  foliage  very  broad 
and  distinct.  Very  fine  for  landscape  effects.  Early  to 
midseason. 
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MME.  CAMILLE  BANCEL  (Crousse  1897),  large  blooms  of  sol- 
ferino  pink  with  silvery  reflex.  Good  as  a cut  flower  and 
for  landscape  effects.  Late. 

MME.  de  GALHAU  (Crousse  1883),  compact  globular  blooms  of 
delicate  pink  with  rose  white  guards;  distinct.  Late. 

MME.  de  GOVIN  (Crousse  1875),  compact  blooms  of  shell  pink 
center  lighter,  sometimes  marked  with  crimson  flecks.  Late 
and  a good  variety. 

MME.  de  VERNEVILLE  (Crousse  1885),  a very  valuable  Peony, 
both  for  cut  flowers  and  as  a landscape  variety;  white, 
center  petals  tipped  carmine.

With  the  coming  of  the  summer  months  become  one  of 
the  strong  supports  of  the  perennial  garden.

The  lower  leaves 
sometimes  show  a tendency  to  mildew  and  “rust,”  but  this 
can  be  overcome  by  spraying  with  Bordeaux  mixture  or 
dusting  with  dry  sulphur.  Always  watch  for  and  pull  out 
the  seedlings  as  their  blooms  appear,  as  they  will,  if  left 
undisturbed,  oftentimes  choke  out  the  parent  plant.  They 
may  be  easily  detected  by  their  color,  usually  a purplish 
shade.

These  Iris  (Iris  Kaempferi)  are  the  crowning  glory  of 
the  Iris  family,  their  wonderful,  orchid-like  flowers  bloom- 
ing in  July  at  the  end  of  the  Iris  season.  If  given  plenty 
of  water  during  the  growing  season  the  flower  stems  will 
reach  shoulder  height  and  the  flowers  themselves  will 
oftentimes  be  ten  or  even  twelve  inches  in  diameter.  In 
their  natural  habitat  the  roots  are  fairly  dry  during  the 
winter  and  a location  should  be  chosen  where  the  plants 
will  not  have  “wet  feet’’  during  the  winter.  Leaf  mold  or 
peat  muck  worked  into  the  bed  is  ideal,  as  it  holds  the 
water  in  summer  and  keeps  the  roots  moist.

Do  not  use  manure  around  the  roots,  and 
plant  in  shallow  holes,  only  covering  the  bulbs  or  root 
stalks  with  an  inch  or  two  of  soil.  They  will  do  best  in 
a well  drained  soil  and  even  prefer  a dry  position  to  one 
where  the  water  is  likely  to  stand.
